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Remarks 

1. Claims 9-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 9-19 are allowable primarily because the references of record, singly or in 
combination, cannot anticipate or render obvious the following limitations (in 
combination as recited in claim 9): forming a stacked structure including the capping 
layer and the control gate; forming a tunnel oxide layer on sidewalls of the control gate 
and the substrate; and forming a pocket well implant in the substrate around the drain. 

Claims 20-25 are allowable primarily because claim 20 requires a split-gate flash 
memory including at least a floating gate on a sidewall of a control gate and a pocket p- 
well located around the drain, wherein the programming operation requires applying a 
fourth voltage to the drain while grounding the pocket p-well. In other words, the unique 
combination of device features allows a programming operation, which cannot be fairly 
suggested by the references of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
